Maval Board Reports to Sec'y Lontc. 


Treating Every Detail- 


Washington, Dec. 1. The naval board 


appointed by authority of Congress to 
ascertain the cost ot an armor plant

The report rankes a voluminous docu- 


ment, treating witheve.-y-detaiJ of armor 
making essential tt a correct apprehen- 
sion of the con ot a plant and the pro* 
duct. It is also accompanied by elabor- 
ate plans for the plant which have been 
verified toy expert Fritz. 
The colt of a 


plant suitable for the making of naval 
armor at the rate of about 6,000 tons per 
annum, which l§ fullv equal to the .ca- 
pacity of both of the existing private 
plant*, is set dowu as aboQt three and 
three-quarters millions dollars. 


No recommendation is made aa to the 


locatfuD or the plant but the board has 
accumulated much information as to the 
merits of the various eligible locations 
whlcb may be bad by Congress if called 
for bv it.

sary tu carry out the wish of Congress, 
namely. Invite proposals by advertise- 
ment for building such a plant as that 
designed for the use of the government..
